Jficob Page, personally know to many 
t our people aa a dissolute negro, is in 
the county juiJ, to answer a charge of 
murder or attempted murder as the re- 
mit of hia cowardly act of Saturday night 
when he stubbed his divorced wife in the 
abdomen with a shoe knife. The couple 
had been divorced several years, but con- 
tinued to .occupy the same house on 
.South Mam street. 
When the divorce 


was secured the woman took the name of 
Mrs. Sarah Wright and Saturday night 
at 8:30 she became the wife of John W. 
Ellington, Justice Curtis performing the 
ceremony. 
The newly marrieJ couple 


went to the house of Melvin Itedmond, 
where Ellington had been boarding and 
thence JMrs. Ellington and Kedmond 
went to the Page place where Mrs. E. 
had some personal property she desired 
to remove. Page, who was under the in- 


H Hence of liquor, was sitting on the door- 
btep. He followed Mrs. Ellington as she 
went into the house and without ft word 
of warning stabbed her in the abdomen 
four inches below and n little to the left 
of the navel, 
lledmond iaterfered and 


1'age turned on him with the knife. A 
struggle ensued in which Page was dis- 
armed, lie left the house. Mrs. Elling- 
ton, who had fallen over a trunk, was 
eared for at oneo and the Doctors Cheno- 
weth were summoned to find the injury 
W. described. The intestines protruded, 
but fortunately they were not cut and 
the wound was sewed up.

was taken to the Kedmond place.

tuted n search for Page and found him 
hiding in the branch bushes near the 
liou.se. Ho was docile enough, but freely 
admitted that it was his purpose to wait 
there for Ellington a.id kill him. He 
protested that he did not intend to hurt 
tlui old woman, 
ft appears that when he 


heard that Ellington and Mrs. Wright 
were goiu« to get married Page made 
open throats that he would kill Ellington. 
Pago has al ways been ngly in his talk, 
but those who knew him beat did not be- 
lieve that he would carry any of his mur- 
derous threats ir^to execution. 


Mrs. Ellington is not believed to be in 


a dangerous condition. She was able to

The company then set up 
a claim tlr.it the S10U.OUO was retained 
under false pretenses and issued a writ 
to recover them. The court holds that 
if the company had actually canceled 
the contract it might have-been entitled 
to recovery. Hut having, while tlm 
bonds were in Garrison's la,vful posses- 
sion, agreed that he should keep them, 
and having for years ratified tho agree- 
ment, it can not now reco\er.

A year or tw o after its starting 
the proprietors built another mill at An- 
dover, Mass., and, about the same time, 
1817, two of the same family, Jerry and 
Amos Abbott, started northward to look 
for a site for a saw mill and woolen mill. 
They decided on Dexter and in 1820 es- 
tablished the business there. Tins was 
not only the first cloth making mill in 
Maine, but the first to ship goods from 
Maine to the Boston market.—Lewiston 
Journal.
